At 8 a.m. that morning, the new Best Value 
Foods, Inc. supermarket will officially open 
its doors in the old A&P building in Antioch 
Shopping Plaza. 

The food corporation is a new one, having 





opened its first supermarket in Chicago two 
weeks ago. Its home office is also located in 
Chicago. - 

According to General Manager Berndt 
■Petersen, Ihe company has been formed. by 
people who have been in'fhe grocery business 
for a long time. Petersen quoted 26 years of 
ernployment with food firms thai include 
A&PatidHillmans. 

Petersen said that Best Value had aquired 
the lease to the closed A&P store frorfi Scot _ 
Ladd. Inc., a wholesale food supplier, the' 
supermarket in Antioch will be purchasing 
stflck from Scot Ladd.
